Some people imagine, quite 
erroneously, says a barrister in a 
Home paper, that a huaband is |. 
always answerable for the debts of 
his wife. One has even heard. it 
suggested that an extravagant and 
inconsiderate woman can run up) 
bills, in thoughtlessness or malice, 
to‘any extent she pleases, and that 
It will still be the legal duty of the 
tan she has married Lo seltle them : 
on demand. 
> Vorlunately, the law of England 
contains no such harsh and unjust 
provisions, In‘peint of fact, hus- 
bands are fulrly well shielded from 
the brunt of unauthorized eredil 
transactions by thelr wives, 

Not infrequently advertisements 
ure seen in the newspapers -where- 
in married men announces, to all 
whom it may concern that they 
Will no longer bettesponsible for 
their wives’ debts, Actually, such 
notices ave of no legal validity. - 

The position of husbands in thin 
hatter is governed hy fixed legal 
prineiples, nol by proc lamation, 

The mere fact that a woman 1s 
the wifeef the man she lives with 
vives her no right to pledwe his 
credit. She must have — his per- 
mission to contract debs to be 
paid by him; that is to say, be must 
either have authorized her lo do 
so, or have acted in sueli a way 
ag to lead dradeamen ta bell 
that she is entitled lo order Hoods 
in hin name, 

Thus, in the ordinary way, a 
married man will be held legally 
responsible for debts incurred by 
the wife in the everyday course 
of housekeeping, for spreading the 
table and slocking the larder. 

But even.in this purely domestic 
sphere the husband will have a 
good: “defence to a tradesman’s 
claim if he can prove that. he has 
in fact forbidden his wife to incur 
such debts, even though there has 
heen no public advertisement of 
‘the fact. :
